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The Hindustan: (Kal4kankar), in its issues of the 29th 
British Government and ®0d 30th April and Ist May, says 
that the narrow-minded and illiberal 
policy pursued by the British Government. towards the 
children of the soil is chiefly responsible for the absence of 
eordial ‘sympathy between the Europeans and the natives. 
The British Government has not yet provided in this country 
the same facilities for learning the useful arts as it has in 
England, and it does not admit natives to the higher ranks 
of the civil and military services. The loss of America was 
due to the pursuit of the same illiberal policy, and the pre- 
sent difficulties in Ireland have arisen from the same cause. 
The British Government should consider its interests and 
those of natives as identical, and place natives on a footing 
of equality with its countrymen. In that case natives 


would be fully satisfied, and would never desire a change of 
masters. :

There is a great 
crush of passengers at the third-class booking office at the 
larger stations, and consequently women, who have no male 
friends with them, find it very difficult to book themselves. 
It would be well if tickets were issued at all times of the day.

on all the lines, but that the complbints do not receive from 
the high railway officers or the Government that amount of 
attention which they deserve. Any person who pays a visit 
to a railway station at the time of the arrival or departure of 
a train, will at once find out how improperly native passen- 
gers are treated by railway officials. The conduct of the 
ticket collectors, who are generally young Eurasian boys, is 
most objectionable. They cause much unnecessary annoyance 
and harassment to native passengers. The Government of 
India would do well to make a thorough inquiry into the 


grievances of native passengers and take steps to redress 
them.
